All were dis- 
charged but ome, who was fined for 
having a dangerous weapon in his 
hand. The magistrate requested the 
amalgamated officials to instruct the 
foreigners as to the rights of others, 
as well as how far they themselves 
could go without breaking the law. He

“The Recorder, the police and the 
tes mean ‘to maintain civic 
order at all costs, Hereafter I want 
it very clearly understood that any 
one wh ols arrested in connection with 
strike disorders will be made to feel 
the utmest penalty of the law. The po- 
lice department, myself, Director J. O. 
Brown and Superintendent Emslie, no 
matter how our personal sympathies 
go, have but one duty to perform, and 
that is to protect the commonwealth, 
and this duty will be fulfilled at all 
hazards. 

“Inspector Henry Whitehouse is an 
efficient officer, and he and other offi- 
cers are sent down to the various works 
to do their duty, and they will do it. 
Ic is now the duty of the officers of 
tpe Amalgamated Association to in- 
form the men that have been arrested 
and those not arrested, that strikers 
must not congregate at the mills, at the 
street corners, or even on the street, 
und if they do so, especially after this 
warring, it will be the duty of the 
mogietrates to impose upon them the 
uimort penalty of the law. It is a dis- 
graceful state of affairs when the po- 
le, as in this case, had to draw their 
revolvers to protect those whom they 
had srrested trom being taken frora the 
patrol wagon.

LATE TREASURY RULING.

GERMANY’S NEW TARIFF. 
BLOW TO AMERICAN TRADE. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The State 

ment has received from Consul. 
Mason at Bertin a long report. 
setting forth in detall the features of 


the proposed new German tariff, which 


wil, most materially affect United 
States products. By far the most im- 
-portant of these is noted in the ad- 

es of from 80 to 300 per cent. in 
thé rates on food material, meats and 
live animals. The present treaty rate 
on: wheat of 88 cents would in- 
creased under the new bill to $1.54 per 
100 Kilograms. The’ United States sent 
495,933 metric tons of this commodity to 
Germany last year. 

As to American manufactures, the 
most notable advances made by the 
new bill are im the rates on bicycles 
nd does. An American bicycle welgh- 

bout twenty-two pounds. would 
pay $3.57 import duty, instead of about 
$1.25, as at present. Shoes would pay 
about doubie their present rates. 

Consul Mason states that public’ dis- 
custion of the tariff measure is eon- 
fined to two pointe—the alleged inade- 
quacy of the proposed duties on manu- 
factured products, and the affect which 
the heavy advances in the rates on food 
materials will have upon the nori-agri- 
cultural population of Germany.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—Last 
night the retailers met and discussed 
the situation, but took no definite ac- 
tion. This result was rather disap- 
pointing to some of the labor leaders 
and others, who hoped that some de- 
cisive plan would be adepted by the 
retailers. The significant reply of 
Strike Director Furuseth to the retail-

Bill Beard, One of the Unique Char- 
acters of Arizona, Married at Salem, 
Til—Was a Member of the Legisla- 
ture and is Wealthy. ‘ 


FLORENCE (Arts) Aug. 22.—{From 
The ‘Times’ nt. “Bin” 
Beard is one of the most notable of 
the many unique characters of 
For thirty years he has been a pros 
pector through the hills of the Terri- 
tory. Hard luck dogged his footsteps 
till only three years ago. Then it was 
that comparative wealth came to him 
through the sale of the Black Warrior 
copper claims near Globe. Part of the 
money received he reinvested in a mine 
on Mineral Creek, east of Florence, 
later to sell again and further add to 
his bank account. Last fall he sought 
political honors and was elected to 
the lower House of the Legislature 
from Pinaj county. His principal dis- 
tinction in office came through his vio- 
lent opposition to the Governor, an op- 
position that precipitated some of the 
most disgraceful of scenes, with Beard 
as the central figure. Though elected 
as a representative of the working 
miner, he chose to vote against an 
eight-bour bill. For this, a month later, 
while on a visit to his old home of 
Globe, he was selezd by members of 
the Globe Miners’ Union and ridden 
to the railway depot on a rail. Re 
leased, he soon rustied a revolver and, 
with typical western pluck, marched 
back through the camp's main street, 
daring his former tormentors to re- 
appear on the scene: Bill left the camp 
when he was ready and not till then. 
An interesting addition to the story of 
Beard’s life is found in the following 
telegram from Salem, III., under date 
of August 16: 

Some thirty-eight years ago young 
William H. Beard, who resided just 
east of this city, and who had but re- 
cently been mustered out of the United 
States volunteer service, left his home 
to seek his fortune in the far West. 
He was a poor boy, without means. He 
drifted to Arizona, where he engaged 
his services to a wealthy ranch owner. 
By dint of hard labor and economy he, 
in a few years, had accumulated suf- 
ficient funds to engage in business for 
himeelf. He invested the proceeds of 
his years of labor in cattle and started 
a ranch of his own. His business 
thrived, and he soon became one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the Ter- 
ritory. He entered politics, and is at 
present a member of tie Legislature 
from Pinal county. A longing to visit 
the home of his boyhood him, 
and he arrived here last Saturday. Mr. 
Beard had never been married, al- 
though he had attained the age of 55 
years. Upon his arrival in this city, 
and while in conversation with some

The Beer of Old. 


For continuous beer drinking, 80 to 
speak, Egypt holds the record among 
nations, says the Baltimore Sun. In 
Peypt beer has been drunk for 6000 
years, and the beer“ of the fellahs of 
today is made by a process almost 
identical with that described by Herod- 
otus, mentioned in hieroglyphs and de- 
picted in sculpture as old as 3000 B. C. 
The Phrygians, if they still existed, 
might ley claim to the second place, for 
they were drinkers in the sixth and 
seventh centuries B. C. Archilochus 
(600 B. C.) alludes to beer, and Xeno- 
phon in the “Retreat of the Ten Thous- 
and” mentions beer made by the Ar- 
menians which was so full of “beer 
fish” or barley hulls that it was im- 
bibed through a straw. 

The explorations conducted last year 
by the Keerte brothers on the site of 
the anctent Gordum brought to light 
a number of brewing kettles, dippers 
and drinking veesels, and the old Phry- 
rian capital will henceforth have a 
double tithe to renown. There Alex- 
ander cut the Gordian knot and there 
the beer drinker solved the equally dif- 
ficult and important problem of get- 
ting rid of the-effete solid ingredients 
of his beverage. A German archae- 


ological journal describes the 
Gordian dipper by which the 
heer was transferred from the vats 


to the drinking vessels. It has a long 
handle, so that the hand cannot come 
in contact with the beer, and in the 
spout is a strainer to catch the barley 
rains. There are aleo transverse 
ridges tn the spout for the same pur- 
pose. The spout is so bie and heavy 
that the vessel will not stand up when 
empty. 
The beer, or rather barley wort, was 
sometimes drunk pure, sometimes 
mixed.

A NEW FOOD PLANT. 


BY OLIVE LOGAN. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMPS.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Gyicine 
subterranca is the botanical name of 
a new food plant of the leguminous 
class, growing in tropical Africa, which 
has lately been introduced in Southern 
A and in Brazil. By the African ne- 
27 the plant is called “woandsu,” 
a they cultivate and consume it 
largely. Monsieur Balland, the French 
expert chemist of aliments, has re- 
cently analyzed the fruit at the wo- 
andsu with reference to its chemical 
composition and its value as food. The 
fruit, like the peanut, matures undér 
ground. The edible kernel has the 
shape of an egg, and is dark red, with 
black stripes and a white hilum, like 
most beans. It furnishes a very white 
flour, whose flavor after cooking much 
resembles that of chestnuts. The 
chemical composition is 58 per cent. of 
starchy substance, 19 per cent. nitroge- 
nous, 10 per cent. of water, 6 per cent. 
oily 4 per cent. cellulose substance, and 
3 per cent. ashes. It will be seen that 
2 per cent. of these beans would supply 
the dally requirements of the human 
system.

X.—THE ENGINEER OF MUNICIPAL 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


rthur professer of 
NGINEERING is the youngest of 
the professions, With the expan- 
sion of industry and the develop- 
ment of invention during the nine- 
teenth century the art of converting 
the resources of nature to the use and 
convenience of man has grown from 
a craft to a profession, and the edu- 
cation, trainjng ond attainments de- 
manded of the engineer have increased 
correspondingly. The engineer has be- 
come an active agent in the world’s 
affairs. An important branch of en- 
gineering intimately connected with 
the health, convenience, comfort and 
business facilities of the dweller in the 
city is that having to do with the pub- 
lic works and utilities of the modern 
municipality. 
REMARKABLE DRIFT OF POPU- 
LATION INTO Oris. 

The city is the populer habitat of 
man today. Country population ts al- 
most at a standstill. Urban popuia- 
tion is multiplying. The workshop, 
the market, the factory, the tenement 
house quarter and the residential dis- 
trict ali show growth and activity, and 
every feature of commercial and in- 
dustrial operations goes to show that 
the future will see greater develop- 
ment of cities than has the past. 
A hundred years ago only 4 
per cet. of the population of the 
United State resided in towns and 
cities of 8960 + 1=people or more. 
Fifty years axo this proportion had 
increased 19 per cent, Today more 
than one-third of the population reside 
in such towns and cities, and if there 
be added towns of at least 2000 people, 
it may be seen that the time is not far 
distaat when one-half of the pule- 
tion of the United Rates will live un- 
der city conditions. 

DEVELOPMENT OF MUNICIPAL 
ENGINEERING. 

This growtif of cities has given on 
opportunity for the development of 
municipal engineering: and conversely 
the engineer has helped to make the 
city habitable, hae made it possible 
for this crowding of population in city 
spaces to become permanent. Old 
cities were pestilence breeders—mod- 
ern cities are comparatively clean and 
free from epidemics. Old cities were 
noted for low average longevity—new 
cities, at least’ those heeding sanitary 
and hygienic restrictions, ought soon 
to rival the country in healthfulners 
The reduction of the death rate of 
cities from 80 to 20 in 1000 ie largely 
due to the work of the engineer. A 
long list of public works and public 
utilities with their sanitary results, 
and their public benefits gives test 
mony to the part taken by the munici- 
pal engineer in contributing to the 
health, comfort, conventienge and bus 


ness facilities of the reafdent of the. 


city. 

IMPROVED CIVIC CONRDITIONS. 

Sanitary science and engineering 
ve worked together to improve city 
conditions. It is not long since cities 
took their water supply in close prox- 
imity to the point ef discharge of the 
city’s wastes. The tablishment of 
the relation between the quality of the 
water supply and the prevalence of 
certain diseases and of the effect of 
drainage, ventilation and cleanliness 
upon the heslthfulners of a city have 
emphasized the importance of giving 
thought. skill and judgment to the de- 
sign and operation of a city’s work. 
The reduction of 90 per cent. in the 
death rate from yop fever after 
the introduction of filtered water in 
one city may be cited as an example 
of the Intimate relation existing be- 
tween one branch of a city’s work and 
the public health. Pure water, im- 
proved surface and subeurface drain- 
age, clean streets, provision for pure 
alr and proper ecnitary conditions 
everywhere act to keep the death rate 
down. The improvement in the health 
conditions of many cities brought 
about by sanitary-engineering con- 
struction has been quite marked. An 
eatimate of the value of the improve 
ment based upon the money value a@ 
the saving in human lite effected 
makes a striking showing. Sanitary 
science and sanitary engineers aim to 
aid in making the so-called prevent- 
able diseases as infrequent as small 
pox now is and also to give physical 
conditions which will more — 
meat the inroads of disease geher- 
any 

PURIFYING CITY WATER. 

The progress made in the last twenty 
years in a knowledge of the principles 
underlying water purification and in 
the means of purification is remark- 
able. Purification is more than ciarifi- 
eation, and not only organic matter, 
but bacterial content must be removed. 
Biolytic action is involved. To get 
uniformity of results for the enormous 
volume of water used by a city mere 
laboratory methods will not suffice. 
Water filtration is an operation re- 
quiring. trained scientific supervision 
and thorough care. Neglect, ignorance 
or carelessness is dangerous. The in- 
vestigations by scientista and the re- 
suits attained in many large water- 
works plants have put water filtration 
upon a very stable footing. 

DISPOSAL OF SEWAGE. 

„The question of the proper disposal 
of sewage has recently received much 
study. The idea that such waste may 
generally be made to return revenue 
has been replaced by an acceptance of 
the method most easily givi sani- 
tary conditions. Disposal by dilution 
is serviceable when large bodies of 
water are available, Bat the bacterial 
treatment and filtration methods re- 
cently developed are more generally 
applicable and the smaller cities are 
quickly availing themselves of the new 
processes. Much remains to be done, 
however, and our cities must expect to 
make large ne in sewage- 
disposal works. 

Similar progress may be noted in 
— line of municipal work. We 
need only recall the miles of rough 
and unsanitary cobblestone and soft 
wooden block pavement to see that 
pavement is 1 though still tar 
from ideal. bage collection and 
utilization is a fertile fleld for investi- 
gation. The people's parks and piay- 
grounds will grow more beautiful and 
refreshing. Public baths end public 
conveniences will become more gen- 
eral. Structures put in by the city wil! 
be not only more durable t more or- 
namental. A few cities now own and 
control the tracks of street railways 
and advocates of municipa) ownership 
see many public utilities going with 
pavements, water and sewers. 

GREAT ENGINEERING WORKS. 


The engineering features of munici- 
pal public works exhibit great variety 
of design and the best types of con- 
struction. The new Croton dam of 
the New York water supply and the 
new dame of the n waterworks 
are stupendous structures. Their aque- 
ducts and gate are among the 
best examples masonry construc- 


tain some of the best mechanical en- 
' gineering construction and the best ex- 
amples of eeonomy in steam engineer- 


ing. Distributing systems combine the 
principles of hydraulics with the diffi- 
cult! of underground construction. 


Other public works show as great di- 
versity due to differences in topog- 
raphy, location and surroundings. The 
plans must fit local conditions and be 
adequate for the increasing 
the city. 


NECESSITY OF SPECIAL TRAIN- 
ING. 


Bnough has been said to show that 
the municipality will need active, en- 
ergetic, educated and skilled engineers. 
One may not expect to cover the whole 
broad field, for it is full of specialties, 
but the young man who is plenning to 
enter the work must make adequate 
preperation, 

As was said at the beginning of this 
article, the engineering profession is 
young, and recent rapid changes are 
materially — the means of en- 
tering its ranks he engineer of a 
generation ago picked up his training 
in the school of experience. Naturally 
he was ingenious, resourceful, given to 
expedients, born to de sahings, by na- 
ture a man to handle men and meth- 
ods and quick to profit by @bservation 
and experience—in fact, a product of 
nature apd experience. The successful 
engineer produced in this way naturai- 
ly looked askance at the young grad- 
uate of the technical school, Aud it 
took time for him to show his worth. 
But the growing magnitude and 
versity of engineering work, the great 
changes in the methods and necessities 
of such work and the wonderful adap- 
tation of technical education to the 
training of the prospective engineer 
have finally made engineering educa- 
tion a recognized prerequisite to the 
proper practice of the profession. It 
still remains true that some men of 
marked bent and great ability will 
make great engineers without such 
advantages, and more will do certain 
lines of work acceptably, but yet this 
educational equipment would be of 
benefit to all. ’ 

The advantages which technical en- 
gineering education furnish may 
readily be understood. Present prac- 
tice in engineering is based upon eci- 
ence, the general mathematical and 
physteal sciences and also the many 
applied sciences of the special branches 
of engineering. The student in en- 
cineerting is taught these basic sel- 
ences. lie ts thus grounded im the 
principles which must govern design 


and construction while at the same 
time receiving mental development 
and = training. Engineering courses 


algo give training in professional sub- 
jects, in the art of engineering and the 
student learns much of the methods 
of routine work and of the principles 
of practice. The civil engineer, the 
mechanical engineer, and the electri- 
eal engineer have uch in common, 
but thelr inetruc tint I acvantageously 
differentiatedg Tie student who in- 
tends to devote his life to municipal 
public works may properly elect spe- 
cial courses in chemistry and bactert- 
ology as well as in those prdéfessional 
subjeets devoted to his specialty. 

The American schools of technology 
are doine their work well. The fa- 
and methods of instruction of 
our leading schools of engineering, et 
least in undergraduate work, greatly 
excel those of Europe. The American 
youth has ample opportunities for se- 
uring high-grade engineering educa- 
tion. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF SUCCESS. 
Technical education is but the begin- 
ning of training for the engineer. He 
must yet learn many things—details 
of practice, methods of construction, 
„te,: his judgment must be developed, 
hie engineering sense quickened; in 
fact, his first few years of practice 
must be in the nature of apprentice- 
ship, end he will be fortunate if his 
environments are such as properly to 
develop engineering character. Not 
every engineering graduste will make 
an engineer. but the man having the 
abuity and bent for engineering work 
will have gained great advantages, 
hoth in time and in power. He has 
been trained to think, and to think 
along engineering lines. He will take 
up and work out easily and quickly 
new methods, new processes, under 
new elreumstances. His powers of ob- 
servation have been developed, he has 
learned hew to receive and how to 
follow instructions, and he is ready to 
gain engineering experience and de- 
velop engineering judgment very 
rapidly. 

But the engineer must be more than 
a scientific designer: administrative 
management and Business ability of a 
high order are required. Executive 
abilitv has been the keynote of many 
successes. With this as a forte a man 
may accomplish wonders. To supertn- 
tend and supervise, to handle men and 
means with efficiency and economy, to 
command and direct large enterprises, 
to decide current questions of business 
rapidly and correctiy—in fact, to en- 
gineer the enterprise calls for ability 
and training of a high order. The en- 
gineer must also be a business man. 
He must meet men, discuss affairs and 
know business forms and business 
methods, and his aptitude in handling 
such affaires will largely determine his 
rate of progress 

If I have given severe requirements, 
the importance and magnitude of the 
work to be done are proportionally 
great. The responsibilities of the mu- 
nicipal officer must be increasingly 
large. Sanitation, comfort, convent- 
ence and business are dependent upon 
him. With the responsibilities are in- 
teresting problems, interesting work, 
interesting results and a field for a 
life work which must continue to have 
large attractions.

Green Manuring. 

Those who travel about over the 
country distriéts have noticed the un- 
usual growth of weeds that has sprung 
up all over the stubble lands, the ar- 
royos and the wild lands everywhere. 
On Cultivated lands this gives promise 
of soll improvement wherever the 
weeds and other vegetation can be 
turned under by the plow. Our lands 
are, as a rule, deficient in humus. in 
spite of the opportunity offered by the 
heavy growth to improve them in this 
respect, I see the mower being used 
to cut the weeds in order that plowms 
may be more easily done. At Indio 
where the necessity of securing all the 
vegetable mold is more potent the 
farmers are introducing a new kind of 
rolling cutter, capable of turning un- 
der the rankest plahts and vines that 
can be grown there. This is essential 
to the process of transforming ~egeta- 
ble matter into humus, for with those 
large plows the green crops may be 
buried far enough to exclude the air 
and form a good vegetable mold of the 
green manure. The wonderful growth 
of wild foliage this summer has been 
marked by every one, and the legumi- 
nous plants are especially luxuriant. 
Those who have ground to fallow 
should try to get this foliage thwr- 
oughly turned under, and tt will do 
much to restore the solls to their usual 
condition and remove the effects of 
the three or four dry years preceding.

At the meeting Monday the 
growers appointed a committee of 
three to go to Rivera and investigate 
and the effect of the treatment upon 
the workers of the distillate sprayers 
the purple scale, the foliage and fruit 
of the trees. The seedlings at Ingle- 
wood are too large to fumigate eco~ 
nomically, and ths committee will 
probably report in favor of the spray.

Net in the Controversy. 

Two or three long articles have 
been sent to this department upon the 
wor thet now being be- 
tween the advocates of distillate and 
cyanide, respectively, for the disinfec- 
tion of scaly fruit trees. The con- 
troversy is maintained largely by those 
engaged in advertising or selling the 
above named disififectants, and it is 
unseemly and impotent from first to 
last. This department should not en- 
gage with these advocates of two good 
insect remedies, for after the war is 
all over it will be seen that neither 
side has gained one iota of advantage 
over the ‘other by these wordy alter- 
eations, and that nothing but actual 
achievement has advanced the cause 
of either. While The Times cannot print 
there lengthy advertisement of partic- 
ular metbods of disinfecting trees, ver- 
ified results from gassing or spraying 
would be welcomed as matters of news, 
or precedents to guide the fruit growers 
in their future work. I would rather 
submit these lengthy controversies to 
the columns of the local press which 
may be engaged in advertising some 
particular method of scale killing. 

Just now the farmer is reading eag- 
erly everything that relates to scale 
killing from a practical point of view. 
and I am asked every day for an opin- 
ion upon this or that method of doing 
the work. It is another case of “hand- 
some is as handsome does,” and it 
would be more profitable to impress 
upon the orchardist the necessity of 
thoroughness of work in whatever 
method he ptrsues, than draw com- 
parisons and formulate s upon 
either of the methods of disinfection 
now in vogue. I could point to cases 
where fumigation hag been absolutely 
ineffective, and to others where spray- 
ing has been worse than useless. 1 
shall do neither, for in every case 
the cause of failure is not chargeable 
to the method, but to its Improper ap- 
plication. Wise ranchers will not be- 
come of methods which are 
at best only relatively effective under 
the present facilities of application. 
The horticultural officers of most of 
the counties of Southern California are 
wisciy experimenting, and publishing 
only demonstrations. Conttclusions must 
inevitably follow this course, and they 
will be safe conclusions to follow. But 
demonstrations are never hammered 
out upon paper, and I again admon- 
ish those interested in washes and 
gasses to air their grievances in inter- 
ested journals.

Tour of the Nurseries. 


When the Supervisors passed the 
now famous ordinance, No. 42, which 
requires a license to deal in white 
fiy and phylloxera, and the new rules 
regulating the movement of trees and 
plants were promulgated, it was stated 
ty several prominent nurserymen that 
the new regulations would never be 
put into effect. Of course the opposi- 
tion from the tree men has been ex- 
aggerated. It now appears from a tour 
of the nurseries that many of them 
are being . meade clean and respectable 
and that only a few nufserymen will 
array: against the appli- 
eation of the new regulations. One of 
them who was most rabidly opposed 
to the clause prohibiting the im - 


tion of grape vines from in- 


citrus fruit trees, many of which are.

fected with phylioxera has just re- 
turned from the phylloxera-stricken 
districts of Fresno. He now admits that 
the ordinance was timely; and has no 
doubt long since ceased to advise con- 
testing the legality of the new ordi- 
nance.

Exterminating Thistle. 

Through the introduction of infected 
barley seed Los Angeles and Orange 
counties have become the abiding places 
of a very noxious weed known as the 
Russian thistle. The weed has a hold 
in three sections of Los Angeles county. 
whose centers are Artesia, Lancaster 
and the Narbonne ranch, east of Re- 
dondo, The latter territory is the most 
extensive, covering a purely farming 
district for about seven miles paraliel- 
ing the ocean! with a width of ct least 
four miles. I have been over this dis- 
trict thoroughly and find that the 
thistle has done all this traveling in two 
years. Within thie area are large 
tracts of non-infected land—large farms 
whose soil does not seem to harbor the 
w@ed on account of the extraordinary 
0 of barley and wheat the sol! has 
produced, but there is no point within 
the boundaries defined that is not Mable 
t the infection. 

Much is being done to eradicate thi« 
pest of the haymekers. The- fruit-tree 
inspectors who have charge of the Re- 
dondo and Artesia districts are work- 
ing faithfully to wipe out the weed. 
Mersrs, Garey and Brown, the inspect- 
ors in charge, have visited personally 
every farmer whose land is c‘Tected. 
pointing out the thistle and urging the 
owner to destroy it wherever found. 
They are making maps of each farm in 
the district, marking thereon the ex- 
tent of the Spread of this weed and 
filing their reports with the Horticul- 
tural Commissioners. By this means 
some 209 farmers have begun a war 
upon the Russian invader that should 
drive it entirely from the field. In this 
work the Supervisors have assisted by 
cutting the weeds out of the public 
highways, and the Salt Lake road. 
which runs through the infection, has 
been cleaned out along the right of way 
clear through the territory. By dili- 
gent and thoroughness the authorities 
hope to have this weed pest stamped 
out in two years. The building of 
close wire fence would facilitate the 
control of the thistle, as it scatters ite 
seed by rolling, like any other tumble 
weed.

prices. Many claim that the pres-

Consequently, 
armers who are in good condition 
financially, and who have storage 
room are not marketing their grain. 
Of course, those who must have 
money, and many renters who have 
no granaries, are sending their wheat 
direct to market. Receipts at the 
principal winter wheat points 
that in the aggregate a good deal of 
in has been, and is being, re- 
ceived, the size of the crop 
into consideration, the movement is 
not nsome, with exporters 
evincing much interest, and clearances 
to Europe encouraging. 

At the time this inquiry was sent 
out, farmers were asked to indicate 
what extent the Hessian fly had in- 
ured this year’s crop. Excepiionally 
avorable conditions resulted in a large 
yield, despite the fly, but in the win- 
ter-wheat States from Missouri to 
Ohio, the loss was great. In Illinois

THE NURSERY. 
Nursery-Grown Trees. 

Loss both to the purchaser and 
grower of nursery trees is very common 
through ignorance or carelessness. 
Quite a large percentage of nursery 
trees fail.to gruw elther because they 
have not been taken up properly, 
packed carefully for long shipment, or 
are badly planted and cared for by the 
8 This loss could and should 

almost entirely eliminated. It is pos- 
sible to do this with a little more co- 
operation between nurserymen and 
purchasers. The former should at least 
understand their business to the extent 
of knowing how to take up and ship 
their trees. Any nurserymen guilty of 
ignorance or carelessness in either re- 
spect should no longer be patronized. 
Nursery growing should be an exact 
science. There is no excuse for guess- 
work or slipshod methods. As an illus- 
tration of what some would-be nursery- 
men will do I once ordered a lot of Le- 
Cente pear trees. There was shipped 
to me a mixture of LeConte, Bartlett 
and Sheldon pear trees. The excuse the 
nurseryman gave was that his men 
thought they were ali LeConte. If a 
man is not sure of getting the variety 
he orders from the nurse an, it is 
much better to raise the t in a home 
nursery, when you can be sure of your 
stock. 

There are nurserymen who are unre- 
liable, shipping their stock in such a 
way that if the weather happens to be 
dry and the goods delayed on the road, 
the trees will arrive practically dead 
and worthless, It is common to lay the 
blame on the railroads, and purchaser 
and shipper generally share the loss be- 
tween them. Now a nurseryman who is 
at all reliable should ship his trees in 
such a way that nothing but an ex- 
tended delay on the road, or accident 
could permanently injure them. in 
that event the transportation company 
would be Hable for damages, and in 
most cases would pay it the facts were 
properly presented. “The reform, how- 
ever, should beria with the nursery- 
men. re are p'enty who raise and 
pack and ship their trees so that injury 
rarely happens to them, but it is not 
always possibile to distinguish the relia- 
ble from the unreliable grower until 
one has suffered some sad experience. 
There is one precaution that should be 
observed. Be very careful about chang- 
ing from one grower to another if the 
first has proved reliable in his dealings. 
As a matter of seit- protection the hon- 
est, reliable nurseryman should always 
send printed instructions about hand- 
ling the trees when received. Piain, 
simple rules should be printed in large 
type, telling the farmer what to do in 
any possible emergency. In thie way 
the loss would be greatly reduced. Many 
times receivers of trees hardly under- 
stand the first principles of handling 
them, and they are just as likely to ki! 
them as to make them grow.—[{Ameri- 
can Cultivator. 


POULTRY. 
Capons and Caponizing. 

Comparatively few capons are raised 
in this country because practicaf poul- 
trymen consider them too much bother. 
They will weigh more at the same rae 
than cockerels and bring a hizher price 
per pound, while the flesh e superior. 
In a recent bulletin on this «ubjevet by 
Oscar M. Watson of the S. C. experi- 
mental station, great claim is Mid to 
their use in rearing and brooding young 
chicks. Being sexless they are cum- 
pany for neither hena nor roosters, an’) 
as they do not like to dv? alone hey 
will take up with young chicks and 
brood them. 

They will scratch for them ant feed 
them in the day time and hover them 
at night, and take of good care of them

as a hen, and will carry hem as long 
as the chickens will stay with therm. 
As goon as the chickens are large 


enough they can be taken away einde 
other brood given to the ecapon. Ca- 
pons never molt as do other f via, and 
their plumage becowes very long. 
Owing to thelr large size and tong 
plumage they cun carry a much larger 
brood than a hen. 

Regarding the increase in weight ar‘ 
value, Mr. Watson figures that the 
average male will weigh 6 pounds, an! 
at 7 cents per pound be worth 42 cents. 
The usual gain of capons over roosters 
in eight months is two to four pounds, 
and in twelve months four to five 
pounds. At eight pounds weight worth 
11 cents per pound they would be valued 
at cents, or more than double a 
rooster. When meat alone its destred 
the large breeds, as RPrahma, Cochin, 
Langshan, etc., are best, but for carry- 
ing chicks we would advise the use of 
the smaller and more industrious 
breeds, as Leghorns, game, etc. The 
Plymouth Rock, Dorkings and Wyan- 
dotte fill the middie ground and are 
useful for either purpose.—[Orange 
Judd Farmer. 


Practical Poultry Points. 

If what is called the “standa of 
perfection” in pure-bred poultry 
not exactly meet our ideas; if it "laces 
tod much stress upon certain points 
in feather or comb, or puts the weight 
of certain breeds a little lower or higher 
than we think is easily attainable, we 
are not disposed to find fault with it. 
We may grumble a little occasionally. 
as we might at our wife, but we should 
resent any other person takin~ the 
same privilege. Those who have estab- 
lished the standard of points may not 
be infallible, but they are those who 
have studied the business for years, 
and if they place perfection at 100 
points, which we cannot attain, it may 
be for us to strive to get our 
birds up where they will score ninety 
points. We know many of the scorers 
who have officiated at poultry shows in 
New England, and while we have not 
always agreed with them in some de- 
cisions they have made, we would not 
have wagered a shilling that we were 
right and they were wrong. Some one 


“has said that betting was the only true 


test of an Englishman's judgement. He 
might risk his life in support of his 
opinion, but he would not bet a pound 
that he was correct. Perhaps it was 
not the money he cared for so much as 
being proven to be mistaken. 

Rut in regard to the standard as 
given out by the national association 
we think a Brahma below the standard 
weight is likely to be a better egg pro- 
ducer than one fully up to its require. 
ments. We have no fault to find with 
the weight given for the Plymouth 
Rock, but think the tendency ot judges 
lately has been to award Prises to birds 
with longer legs and longer necks than 
would be our ideal of perfection, at 
least in the Barred Rocks. The White 
and Buff. if they have a strain of 
Cochin blood, as we think they have, 
might very well be longer legged and 
longer necked, but should retain the 
full breast and compact body. 

We might find fault with their de- 
cisions upon some other breeds, but in 
doing so we might expose our own i- 
norance rather than thelr mistakes, 
for although we bega to keep pure- 
bred fowl with the Black Spanish 
nearly fifty years ago. We have not 
kept posted on them or others of the 
Smaller breeds for several years. But 
we have a strong prejudice against the 
Cochin type or form ® Barred Ny. 
mouth Rocks or Wyandottes, and if 
others like it they cannot oblige us to 
do so.—[{Cultivator. 
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FORESTRY. 
The New Bureau. 

On the ist of July the Division of 
Forestry and three other scientific di- 
visions of the United States Depart- 
ment of ulture were advanced to 
bureaus. was provided for by 


toward it. 


‘for it, 


the last session of Congress, which ap- 
propriated for the expenses of the 
Bureau of Forestry during its first 
yeer $185,440. The appropriation of the 
Division of Forestry during the year 
just ended was $88,520. For the year 
1898-99 it was $28,520. 

These figures show how rapidly the 
forest work of the government has ex- 
panded of late, and also how well it 
has commended itself to Congress. 
There was a time when the practical 
value of the ecientific investigations 
carried on by the government was not 
fully understood, and farmers were in- 
clined to think that the moné@y spent 
on experiment stations and chemical 
laboratories wes of Little benefit to 
them. Now the case is very dlffer- 
ent. The improvements jn agriculture 
due to the work of the department 
have increased the yalue of the farm 
products of the courtry by many mi- 
lions of dollars annually. As this kind 
of work has proved its practical util- 
ity, Congress has shown Itself generous 
The readiness with which 
Congress has increased the appropria- 
tions for the Division of Forestry is 


the best evidence that forestry has 


proved its importance from a business 
standpoint. 

The change from a Ccivision to a bu- 
reau, and the larger appropriation, will 
make possible both an improved of- 
fice organization and more extended 
field work. The bureau will be pro- 
vided with a much larger office force 
and will be organised in three divisions, 
Put field work, not office work, is what 
the bureau exists for. This work has 
been going on during the last year 
from Main to California and from 
Georgia to Washington. It includes 
the study of forest conditions and for- 
est problems all over the country, the 
giving of advice to owners of forest 
lands, and the supervising of conserv- 
ative lumbering operations which U- 
lustrate forest management on business 
principles. This work can now be 
greatly extended. Private owners of 
some three million acres have applied 
for this advice, which in every case 
requires personal examination, and 
about 177,000 acres have been put under 
management. This land is in many 
tracts, large and small, and is owned 
by individuals, clubs end corporations. 
Several State governments have also 
asked the aid of the bureau. But the 
greatest demand is that of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior of the national 
government. which has asked for 
working plans for all the forest re- 
serves, with the enormous total area of 
about 47,000,000 Sm Age. 


THE APIARY. 
Care of Surplus Honey. 
The following article from one ot 
our exchanges will be of interest to 
those of our readers who are bee-keep- 


ers: 

Take all surplus honey from the hives 
at once after the honey season and 
leave no well-finished honey on the 
hives to become soiled. If honey is 
now moved it will have a fine appear- 
ance and will sell at the highest fig- 
ures, but if left until the autumn 
months it will scarcely be fit to put 
on the market. Extracting is much 
more easily done just at the close of 
the honey season, although it does not 
injure extracted honey to remain in 
the comb, as it is the comb that be- 
comes soiled and not the honey it con- 
tains. 

It is better to market comb honey as 
soon as possible after it e taken from 
the hive, if prices are satisfactory, for 
it is somewhat difficult to keep in a 
perfect condition very long, unless it re- 
ceives special care. Honey of all kinds 
should be kept from dampness, and 
the ordinary celiar is no place for 
honey. It may be kept perfectly in 
any dry room abeve cround, for the 
heat will not damage ii. but rather 
help to more thoroughly ripen it. Thie 
applies to both comb and extracted 
honey, and of the two extracted will 
bear less dampness. 

If extracted honey te to be put up in 
mall packages, such as pints, quarts, 
or gallons, it is best to thus pack it 
early and before it begins to granulate, 
which occurs in autumn months. If 
extracted honey has been taken from 
the combs a little early, and before it 
is thoroughly ripened, i should be 
left in open packages until well rip- 
ened, after which it may be sealed 
Ap ticht. There is nothing gained in 
sealing up air-tight, well-ripened honey 
more than to protect it from dirt, for 
it will keep any length of time in 
open veerels if kept away from damp- 
nese and well ventilated. Many nat- 
urally go to the cellar with their 
honey, thinking this the proper place 
but if the cellar ts not thor- 
oughiy dry and well ventilated the 
honey will become tainted with a damp, 
tout atmosphere—[Florida Agricultur- 
ist.

TAX RATE FIXED. 

ANAHEIM, Aug. 22.—({From The 
Times’ Correspondent.) At a special 
meeting of the Board of City Trustees 
last evening the tax rate for the cur- 
rent fiscal year was fixed as follows: 
Bond fund No. 1, % cents per $100 
valuation; bond fund No. 2, 10 cents; 
bond fund No. 3, 2 cents; 
fund, 38 cents; total $1.30. This rate 
is the same as last year. 

Bond fund No. 1 ts to pay one-twen- 
tieth of $15,000 in bonds lesued in the 
early 90's to grade and improve the 
streets, build a City Hall, add new 
tank to the waterworks, etc. Bond 
fund No. 2 is to pay one-fortieth of 
$7000 in bond issued in 18M for the first 
electric-light plant. Bond fund No. 
is to pay one-fortieth of $18,000 in bond 
issued in 1896 to modernise and im- 
prove the water system of the city by 
replecing the entire pipe line with six- 
inch and four-inch mains, double-noz- 
zie hydrants, new pumps, etc. Half 
of this bond issue was to add an addi- 
tion to the electric-light plant which 
had been installed in 18%, this having 
that the city 
could not fill the demands for light 
without enlarging the plant. 

In the matter of the public library, 
no tax levy was made, as there was 
really no public library. City Attorney 
H. W. Chynoweth stated this could be

ABORIGINAL JAPANESE. 


The Ainus are the Only Primitive 
People Living in the Country of the 
Mikado. 


[Japan and America:] The Alnus, 
generally known to Americans and Eu- 
ropeans as “the hairy Ainos,” are the 
only aboriginal people now living in 
Japan. They are called “hairy” in 
contradistinction to the smooth-faced 
Jepanese, Koreans and Chinese. Their 
present+home is in Hakaido, or Leno, 
the most northerly part of the empire, 
although it is supposed that in earlier 
times they occupied most of the entire 
country. Ancestors of the Japanese 


| chiid’s birth, or it is left to the parents 
erward to choose one for it. Should 
the infant come into the world with a 
smiling face it might be called “Ikishi- 
matbura,” which means a smile. Or 
fond parents may call it Komoissage (a 
pulling rope of the gods) if they wish 
their child to be in the special care of 
the gods. 
From the age of 7 to 10 Ainu children 
of either sex have their heads shaved, 
but after 11 they are alowed to have 
long hair and wear the same clothes as 
grown persons. They wear no cloth- 
ing unless the weather is very cold. 
The favorite and almost exclusive or- 
nament js the earring, usually made of 
metal. hat clothing is worn is made 
of straw. They never wear shoes or 
other covering for the feet, except as a 
luxury and mark of distinction on cere- 
monious occasions.

The Alnus live today pretty much as 
the Indians on their reservations in the 
West. They are still, for the most 
part, half savage, and the Japanese 
name for them, eso,“ means bar- 
barian. They are very skillful in hunt- 
ing and fishing. which are their chief 
occupations. ey afe under the pro- 
tection of the imperial government. 
and ere entirely separated from the 
Japanese. The latest census shewed 
that they number very near 17,000. 
Among. the many curious customs of 
the Ainus, perhaps the quaintest is 
their method naming their children. 
They observe a peculiar economy in 
giving names. The infant must go 
without a.name until it shows itself 
worthy of bearing one. If it is sickly 
and not likely to live, it is not consid- 
ered worth while to waste a name 
upon it. As each child must, im- 
memorial custom, have a brand new 
name, used by no one in the commun- 
ity, names are scarce and must be 
guarded. If the child should be given 
a name by some one else, the 
ghost of the former possessor of the 
name may come back from the under-

left hand. 

During October the Alnus hold a re- 
ligious fete, which is called the Rear 
Festival, because they sacrifice a bear 
which has been carcfully fostered for 
three years. 

Judicial punishment among the mus 
consists of a severe beating with a 
stick administered to the culprit. The 
crimes are generally theft—stealing ar- 
ticles or the wife of a neighbor. As 
there are eight men to one woman the 
majority of the males are not married 
and wife stealing is very common. The 
accused is subjected to a long exam- 
Inetion by the chief of the community, 
and is then compelled to resort to the 
ordeal of fire. e must take a stone 
out of boiling water.

[New York World:] There is no more 
familiar figure in Wall street than the | 
sturdy policeman who stands guard at 
the entrance to the great financial dis- 
trict. He has stood for years at Broad

SEVEN THOUSAND PEOPLE AT- 
THE BARBECUE.

The Affair One of the Most Successful 
of Its Kind Ever Held There—Bath- 
house Employees Think They Saw a 
Sea Serpent. 


SANTA MONICA, anf 22. From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
A barbecue must be wonderfully at- 
tractive, judging, from the crowds 
which thronged to this place today to 
feast on the succulent beef which the 
management of the Catholic fair pro- 
vided for the multitude.

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL DEATH 

AZUSA, Aug. 22.—(From The Times’ 
Resident Correspondent.) The Coroner 
held an inquest here today upon the 
body of C. T. Pearson, whose mangled 
body was found on the Santa Fé track 
yesterday morning. It was developed 
at the inquest that Preston came out 
from Los Angeles to Azusa on tpe 
train Tuesday evening and attend 
a meeting of the lodge of the Degree 
of Honor of the A. O, U. W., of which he 
was a prominent member. Leaving the 
lodge at a latg hour it is assumed that 
he started ta walk up the Banta Fé 
track to his home and was struck by 
a wild engine that is known to have 
backed down to Azusa between the 
hours of 12 and 1 o'clock, after having 
helped pull the east-bound freight up 
the hill. Another freigh in went 
east about 4 a.m., and the frightfully- 
mangied condition in which the re- 
mains were found gives color to the 
theory that this train also passed over 
them. The remains were found upon 
the track near the West Glendora 
Water Company's pumping plant by 
Charles W. La Fetra early Wednes- 
day morning. The verdict of the Cor- 
oner's jury was to the effect that the 
deceased accidentally met his death by 
being run over by a railroad train. 
Charles Thomas Preston was 36 years 
of age and unmarried. He was a na- 
tive of Texas and had been a resident 
of Azusa for seventeen years, his 
father, J. C. Preston, being one of the 
early settiers In the valley.
